^Alcoholic man’ attacked his 
father after drinking session 


AFTER a heavy drinking 
session, an alcoholic went 
to the home of his father 
and attacked him, Cardiff 
Crown Court heard. 

Lee Popham (28) sprayed a 
deep heat treatment from an 
aerosol into his face, grabbed him 
by the throat and squeezed his 
windpipe, said prosecutor David 
Thomas. 

The victim, 57-year-old Robert 
Popham suffered from diabetes, 
arthritis and high blood pressure. 

Lee Popham, of Pontycymmer, 
admitted a charge of common 
assault. He was sentenced to a 
community order which involved 
two years’ supervison and has to 
undertake an alcohol abuse pro¬ 
gramme. 

He was also made subject to an 
8pm to 8am curfew for two

months. He denied threatening to 
kill his father and the prosecution 
offered no evidence on this 
charge. 

Recorder Elwen Evans told 
him: “The way you behaved 
towards your father was absolute¬ 
ly deplorable”. 

Popham said: “I agree.” 

The Recorder added: “If you 
don’t defeat your alcohol prob¬ 
lem, your future will be very 
bleak.” 

The court heard that Popham 
was in breach of a 12-week sus¬ 
pended sentence for assaulting his 
father on a previous occasion. 

Mr Thomas said that Popham, 
drunk, had obtained a knife, 
threatened to harm himself and 


put it to his father’s throat. 

Mr Thomas said that on 
January 25, Popham went to his 
parents’ home, following a drink¬ 
ing session. 

His mother heard him saying to 
Mr Popham: “You don’t love 
me.” 

Mr Popham said: “Of course I 
do.” 

The defendant then carried out 
the attack. Mr Popham fled to a 
neighbour for help in a very dis¬ 
tressed state. 

Popham was arrested, said he 
had been drinking cider and was 
an alcoholic. 

Popham’s counsel, James 
Evans, said he had been remand¬ 
ed in custody for 92 days. 

“He is very ashamed of what 
he has done. Alcohol has clearly 
been his problem for some time. 
He desperately wants help.” 


Bridgend election fight 
may go down to the wire 


IT’S ALL TO 
PLAY FOR! 


ALL to play for - 
that was the mes¬ 
sage coming from 
all the political 
parties fighting the 
Bridgend con¬ 
stituency. 

A snap check of the 
parties carried out by The 
GEM revealed that they 
were all redoubling their 
efforts in the 48 hours 
before today’s poll. 

The general view was 
that no party could feel 
that it was in the bag, and 
that many voters were 
still undecided. 

Labour’s Madeleine 
Moon, who is defending 
the seat and a majority of 
6,523, said that the 
Labour vote was holding 
up well, but she felt that 
many people may not 
decide until they were 
actually in the polling 
station with the ballot 
paper in front of them. 

She told The GEM: 
“We have been out morn¬ 
ing, noon and night 
explaining our policies to 
people and answering 
their questions. 

“This is the most 
important election for a 
generation and the future 
direction of the country 
is on the line. I urge peo¬ 
ple to consider that when 
placing their vote.” 

Her Conservative 
opponent is Helen Baker 
who has also been out 
night and day canvassing 
the constituency. 

Helen’s agent, veteran 
Conservative councillor 
David Unwin, said that in 
his view, after years of 
experience, the turn-out 
this time could exceed 
the last election by as 
much as 10 per cent. 

“People are energised 
and motivated to go and 
out and vote in a way we 
have not seen for some 
years,” he said. 

“That may be down to 
the leaders’ debates. We 


are getting a very posi¬ 
tive result from people 
on the doorstep and I 
believe that the result is 
too close to call at the 
moment.” 

He said that while 
there may have been a 
‘Clegg bounce’ national¬ 
ly, people in Wales were 
used to a four-party split 
anyway, with Plaid 
Cymru contesting every 
seat, so it was a bit more 
difficult to judge in those 
circumstances. 

The Lib-Dem candi¬ 
date is Wayne Morgan, 
who represents the 
Laleston and Bryntirion 
ward on BCBC. 

Coun Cheryl Green, 
who leads the party on 
the council, said that the 
campaign was going very 
well. 

“We are getting a 
much better response 
than in previous years. 
This is so unlike other 
general elections. 

“People are keen to 
speak to us and are wish¬ 
ing us well. It’s an 
incredible reaction.” 

She claimed that there 
was a definite Clegg 
bounce in Bridgend. 

“I think this election is 
history in the making, 
both nationally and local¬ 
ly,” she added. 

The Plaid Cymru can¬ 
didate is Nicholas Huw 
Thomas. The party, 
nationally and locally, is 
targeting voters with the 
message that in a hung 
parliament. Plaid can 
play a strong hand in get¬ 
ting a better deal for 
Wales out of a minority 
government of whatever 
colour. 

Long standing party 
activist Gwyn Howells of 
Llangynwyd said that 
voters were getting the 
message that while Plaid 
cannot form a 
Westminster government 
itself, it can influence the 
outcome of any deals 
done between the major 


parties. He went on: “We 
can punch above our 
weight and the more MPs 
we get, and the higher 
our vote, the more we 
can demand to protect 
Wales from the worst of 
the recession and the aus¬ 
terity measures to come.” 

Bridgend is also being 
contested by UKIP can¬ 
didate David Edward 
Eulton and BNP candi¬ 
date Brian Morgan Urch. 

In an election where 
the outcome could be 
very close indeed, the 
votes that these two par¬ 
ties take off the major 
parties could literally 
spell the difference 
between success or fail¬ 
ure for them. 

The BBC has contact¬ 
ed the returning officer 
with a request to place 
TV cameras at the count 


for the borough - and is 
perhaps an indication 
that they are expecting a 
close result. 

And we understand 
that staff who will be 
counting the votes 
tonight have been briefed 
on what will happen if 
there is to be a recount. 

As we said, it’s all to 
play for... 

In the Ogmore con¬ 
stituency, Labour was 
confident that it would 
retain the seat, where 
Huw Irranca Davies is 
defending a majority of 
13,703. 

The other candidates 
are: Danny Clark, Plaid 
Cymru; Emma Sophie 
Moore, Conservative; 
Carolyn Ann Passey, 
UKIP; Jackie Radford, 
Liberal Democrat and

FOODBANK 
LOOKS FOR 
VOLUNTEERS 


THE Bridgend 
Foodbank is four 
months old, and is 
looking for volun¬ 
teers. 

Administrator Ann 
Griffiths has issued the 
following update on its 
progress. 

It is now four months 
since we opened, and as 
the current financial year 
closes we have been 
looking at what the food- 
bank has so far achieved 
and what our long term 
goals are. To date we 
have supplied food to 
145 people, about half 
children and have given 
out 1.275 tonnes of food. 

It has been a reward¬ 
ing time and we are 
excited about recent 
developments which will 
enable us to reach many 
more needy families in 
the community. Those 
who are referred to us 
come from different 
areas in the borough, 
some travelling several 
miles to pick up their 
food, but all are very 
appreciative. 

We are now in the 
process of moving the 
foodbank to new premis¬ 
es nearby. About three 
months ago we were 
offered the use of a shop 


Ogmore Time Travel 
keeps history alive 


TIME TRAVEL is 
the name of an 
ambitious project 
put together by 
Ogmore Valley 
Community 
Council to upgrade 
some of the valley’s 
most historic struc¬ 
tures. 

The council has 
applied for £20,000 of 
funding from Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
from the community and 
town council fund. 

The scheme includes 
the refurbishment of the 
memorial shelter and the 
clock tower at Pricetown 
Square; the upgrading of 
the old railway platform 
in Ogmore Vale and 
work on the old clock 
tower in Evanstown. 

The scheme will 
include the installation 
of information boards at 
each site giving details 
of its history. The coun¬ 
cil is working with the 
Ogmore Valley 
Historical and Heritage 
Society. 

The work is estimated 
to cost just under 
£47,000, with the 


remainder of the money 
coming from the com¬ 
munity council, although 
there are hopes that 
some funding may be 
available through the 
Western Valleys 
Strategic Regeneration 
Fund. 

The work to be done 
includes placing railings 
around the clock in 
Pricetown to deter 
youngsters from sitting 
on the steps around it 
and creating a nuisance. 

The police have 
recently conducted an 
operation in the area and 
dished out a number of 
ASBOs to local young¬ 
sters. 

Railings will also be 
placed on the railway 
platform which will also 
be refurbished with pic¬ 
nic tables located near¬ 
by. 

The work to the 
memorial shelter 
includes replacing the 
door plus cosmetic 
work. 

The clocktower in 
Pricetown was erected in 
memory of the 
Wyndham Medical Aid 
Society, which was dis¬ 
banded when the NHS 


was created in 1948. 

The railway was 
opened in 1865 and the 
station in Ogmore Vale 
was built in the 1880s. 
The last passenger train 
from the valley ran on 
May 5, 1958 and from 
then on, the line was 
used only for coal trains 
until the last pit - 
Wyndham Western - 
closed in 1983. 

This was followed by 
the lifting of the railway 
line and the demolition 
of the station in about 
1988. 

The railway line was 
later used for a commu¬ 
nity cycle path which 
runs up the valley. 

Clerk Louvain Lake 
said that public consulta¬ 
tion had been carried out 
by the council, and peo¬ 
ple in the valley wanted 
to see the Pricetown 
clock retained and put 
back in working order. 

The original clock- 
tower had lanterns on 
the side and plaques. It 
is hoped to put the 
clocktower back into its 
original condition. 


for three months in 
Nolton St, and this came 
just in time for the first 
supermarket collection 
in Tescos.

In particular, 
regular expenses that 
need to be covered are 
the rental for the new 
premises, increased 
hours for our warehouse 
supervisor, and our 
everyday mnning costs.

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Town centre congestion 
prompts pollution health 
warning in Maesteg... 


AIR quality monitoring 
equipment is to be placed 
around Maesteg town 
centre - as a result of 
concerns about pollution 
caused by traffic queuing 
up at traffic lights. 

Maesteg Town Council 
raised the issue with Bridgend 
County Borough Council after 
businessman Geoff Fahey con¬ 
tacted them with his concerns. 

Mr Fahey, who runs the cafe 
in the indoor market, said that 
congestion in the town centre is 
being caused by the number of 
traffic lights in the town. 

His main concern is the 
effect on health of air pollution 
and he has unearthed a report 
from a committee of MPs 
which says that 50,000 people 
are dying in the UK from dis¬ 
eases linked to air pollution and 
poor air quality. 

In the past two years, two 
further sets of traffic lights 
have been installed in Maesteg 
- one at the entrance to Tesco 
on Castle Street and the other at 
the junction with Crown Road 
and Bridgend Road which leads 
to the new comprehensive 
school. 

These two sets of lights are

all on the road leading from 
Caerau to Garth and motorists 
have to negotiate four sets of 
lights in total with other sets at 
the junction of Castle Street 
and Talbot Street and at the 
entrance to Somerfield, also on 
Castle Street. 

Mr Fahey said that there 
would be less congestion and 
queuing traffic - and therefore 
less air pollution - if the traffic 
lights were replaced with mini¬ 
roundabouts. 

Mr Fahey has sent informa¬ 
tion to the town council, which 
has been passed to the borough 
council, quoting a report from 
the Environmental Audit 
Committee published last 
month which says that 50,000 
people in Britain are dying 
every year as a result of air pol¬ 
lution. 

Nine years are being wiped 
off some people’s lives, accord¬ 
ing to the MPs who sat on the 
committee. 

Committee chairman, Tim 
Yeo MP, said that air pollution 
was causing more deaths than 
passive smoking, traffic acci¬ 
dents and obesity, but receives 
little attention from govern¬ 


ment. 

The report says that poor air 
quality is linked to cases of 
asthma, chronic bronchitis, 
heart and circulatory disease 
and cancer. 

Commenting on this infor¬ 
mation, Mr Fahey said: “I sug¬ 
gest that a valley is one of the 
worst places for pollution to 
take its destructive toll. 

“It is common knowledge 
that when the traffic lights by 
the Maesteg Harlequins club 
were broken some years ago, 
the traffic flowed freely 
through that area of town. 

“It is clear that the unneces¬ 
sary traffic lights must be hav¬ 
ing a detrimental effect on the 
health of everyone in our val¬ 
ley. 

“Can we not just switch 
them off and monitor the 
effects on asthma and bronchi¬ 
tis sufferers? It will be interest¬ 
ing to see how long it will take 
for this common sense 
approach to be implemented.” 

BCBC has defended the 
need for traffic lights, stating 
that mini roundabouts are not 
as safe for pedestrians trying to 
cross the road. 


But the council has now 
decided to install air pollution 
monitoring devices in the town. 

In a statement to The GEM, 
the council says: “It follows a 
request from Maesteg Town 
Council after concerns were 
raised about the possible effects 
of traffic on local air quality. 

“Locations for the monitor¬ 
ing equipment are currently 
being identified. The equip¬ 
ment is likely to be in place for 
several months.” 

Mr Eahey has also uncov¬ 
ered newspaper articles linking 
air pollution to high suicide 
rates - something which has 
been in the news throughout the 
Bridgend area for the past two 
years. 

Mr Eahey has also passed 
this information onto the coun¬ 
cil. In his e-mail, he says that 
the recent spate of suicides 
throughout the area was 
unprecedented and had a devas¬ 
tating effect not only the fami¬ 
lies involved, but on the whole 
community. 

Mr Eahey said that 
researchers in the USA had 
uncovered links between high 
levels of pollution and rocket¬ 
ing suicide rates, plus increased 
levels of brain cancer. 


Concern over gap in 
district nurse cover 


A GAP in the provi¬ 
sion of district 
nurse cover in 
Bridgend is being 
investigated, as 
part of a review. 

At the moment, there 
is no district nurse cover 
in Bridgend from 4am, 
when local nurses go off 
duty, until Sam - when 
the new shift starts. 

Concerns have been 
raised by residents about 
the need for 24-hour 
cover, especially for 
cancer patients who may 
need urgent pain relief. 

A statement by the 
Abertawe Bro 


Morgannwg Local 
Health Board said that 
staff are available in 
Neath Port Talbot during 
this four hour period. 
Staff at Neath give tele¬ 
phone advice and are 
also available to come 
across for calls. 

However, relatives of

COUNCIL’S NEW 
CHAIN OF OFFICE 
WILL COST £5,000 


OGMORE Valley Community 
Council is to spend up to 
£5,000 on a new chain of office. 

The existing chain is ‘full’, with no 
room to add the new names of its 
chairmen each year. 

The council heard that to create an 
extra length on the existing chain to 
accommodate the additional names 
would cost up to £1,000 just to make 
the stamping dies needed to reproduce 
the links. The cost of the actual chain 
would be on top of that. 

A new chain on velvet backing 
would start at about £2,400. The hand 
painted enamel pendant from the old 
chain is cracked and needs repair 
before it could be put onto the new 
chain. It will cost over £1,000 to repair. 

Eattorini’s, which is the specialist 
firm contacted by the council, said that 
the pendant is very valuable and needs 
to be stored in a proper block fitted 
case which will cost an extra £215. 

If a new chain is purchased, the old 
chain would be fitted into a wall hang¬ 
ing display case at a cost of about 
£450. 

The finance and general purposes 
committee recommended going for a 
new chain and this was confirmed at 


the full council. 

The chain used by Ogmore was 
made after the former Ogmore and 
Garw Town Council split into a sepa¬ 
rate council for each valley in the 
1990s. 

The chain of office that had been 
used by the joint council, which was 
inherited from the former Ogmore and 
Garw UDC, has been put on display at 
Bryngarw House. 

At the time of the split, all the assets 
of the former council were deemed to 
have gone onto the Ogmore Valley 
Community Council, which was said 
to be the residuary authority, but mem¬ 
bers voted against using the old chain 
and opted for a new one then. 

Clerk Louvain Lake said that mem¬ 
bers had debated long and hard about 
spending this money, but in the end felt 
that as the chain was an asset belong¬ 
ing to the council, they should get the 
pendant repaired and commission a 
new chain. 

No names have been added for some 
time and it was agreed to put on all the 
missing names to bring the new chain 
up to date.

T he St Athan 
project lies in 
the balance 
after the election, 
whatever the result. 

The Strategic 
Defence Review means 
some hard choices, with 
scaling down of stand¬ 
ing forces by 15-20 per 
cent predicted. 

The projected number 
of trainees is far less 
than the original 6,000 
figure; 2,700 was given 
at the public inquiry, 
which may shrink fur¬ 
ther to 2,200. 

The MoD’s fail-back 
option is said to use the 
Blandford, Dorset base, 
where the 4,000 units of 
accommodation and 
associated facilities (eat¬ 
ing, sport etc) are more 
than sufficient.

Barry Island could 
be transformed... 


P LANS for 
consultation 
on the future 
of Nells Point high¬ 
lighted by Coun 
Traherne (GEM 
April 29) are to be 
welcomed only if 
ambitions for the 
future of Barry 
Island by the Vale 
Council are signifi¬ 
cantly raised. 

The Island faces a 
once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity to trans¬ 
form it into an all-year- 
round, all-weather fami¬ 
ly tourist destination. 

The council say the 
proposals for the Nells 
Point site are just those 
put forward by their 
consultants. 

The underlying issue 
is what was the brief 
given to the consult¬ 
ants? 

Have the consultants 
been given too low a 
target to aim for? 

Further evidence of 
the council’s low aspi¬ 
rations is in its recently- 
proposed tourism strate¬ 
gy for the Vale of 
Glamorgan and Barry 
Island. 

This essentially 
focuses on catering for 
the day-tripper market; 


rather than realising the 
potential of Barry 
Island as one of the 
nearest beach resorts to 
Birmingham, and the 
first beach resort for 
English tourists along 
the M4. 

We currently have 
potential redevelopment 
of the Waterfront, the 
former fairground site, 
and Nells Point, with no 
seemingly joined-up 
thinking between get¬ 
ting the maximum out¬ 
put and synergy from 
these developments. 

The council should 
consult, not just on 
plans for Nells Point, 
but the whole challenge 
of transforming Barry 
Island into an attractive 
tourist destination - to 
provide a boost for the 
local economy and 
transform the image of 
the area. 

We need a consensus 
on future development; 
but it has to begin at a 
much higher starting 
point than the current 
quick-fix being pro¬ 
posed.

with veg like purple 
sprouting broccoli, cauli¬ 
flower, spring onions, 
leeks and rhubarb in sea¬ 
son right now.

THE Bridgend Youth Theatre (BYT) has cho¬ 
sen one of the most challenging musicals ever 
written, Sweeney Todd, as its main show this 
year, and the cast are now hard at work 
rehearsing for its July opening. 

The show, regarded as one of composer 
Stephen Sondheim’s masterpieces, is a unique 
mix of horror, comedy, social history, revenge, 
madness, cannibalism (nearly forgot that one!) 
- with a number of brilliant but difficult stage 
numbers to tackle. 

The GEM asked two Bryntirion 
Comprehensive School students, Siobhan 
Sullivan and Rebecca Smith, to go along and 
observe the final stages of the audition process. 
Was it like the X-Factor or ‘The Dorothys’? 
Well, according to Siobhan and Rebecca, it 
was very different... 

R oger BURNELUS adaption of 
the infamous story of Sweeney 
Todd, the demon barber of Fleet 
Street, is set to be “one of the best shows 
we have ever done”, according to many 
members of the Bridgend Youth Theatre. 

This definitely appeared to be true through the 
raw talent available in the shape of the young cast. 

Also, the show will have a complicated stage set, 
including a mechanical barber’s chair, professional 
costumes from London and two professional vocal 
instructors, so naturally expectations of the play are 
considerable. 

Tensions were running high during the final 
auditions, yet the enthusiasm and warmth of the 
group shone through their nerves. 

Roger calmed the excitable youths, with a warm 
up exercise aimed to ease them into the mind set of 
the roles. 

The group were instructed to lie on the floor 
while Burnell regressed the actors’ minds to a 
vision of the dark side of Victorian England. 

Now in character, they rose to perform a very 
intense and sinister rehearsal of the opening scene. 

The acting alone was enough to send shivers 
down your spine, but when combined with their 
cutting rendition of ‘The demon barber of Fleet 
Street’, it left us awestruck, biting out nails and 
wanting more. 

Josh Daniels, a BYT member, noted “the play is 
extremely dark and will be a challenge for all of 
us.” 

This feeling seemed unanimous when the audi¬ 
tions began. Prospective leading roles took turns to 
sing and act out parts of the play, vying to show 
their artistic capabilities. 

Each performer offered his or her own take on 
the characters of Sweeney Todd, Mrs Lovett, Judge 
Turpin and other leading parts, making Roger 
Burnell’s decision a difficult one. 

However, his final decisions offered an insight 
into the direction he wished to take the play. 

However, the talents of the hopefuls who did not 
get cast in main roles cannot be underplayed, and 
we can be assured that the entirety of the play will 
be brimming with talent. 

The auditions alone have left us secure in the 
knowledge that the performance will be impressive, 
especially as we have only seen the play in its pri¬ 
mary stages. 

We definitely have a lot of faith in what is to 
come from the standards we witnessed. Our opin¬ 
ion is mirrored in those of not just Roger Burnell 
but the entire cast, especially when the main parts 
had been announced. 

The atmosphere among the group was mixed; 
tears and laughs were shared, but the “big family” 
of the youth theatre was as close as ever. 

“Oh my God I’m so excited!” exclaimed an 
overjoyed Mel Stevens upon receiving the part of 
Mrs Lovett. 

It was clear, even from our brief peek that 
Sweeney Todd is a play not to be ignored, and a 
play to be eagerly anticipated!

The V-POD is a sin¬ 
gle-decker bus specially 
converted to deliver 
activities and services for 
young people. 

It is operated by Vibe 
Experience Ltd, a local 
voluntary youth organi¬ 
sation in partnership with 
the council’s Youth 
Service and will be stop¬ 
ping at locations across 
the Vale and all young 
people are welcome. 

On board are i-mac 
computers, internet, 
Xbox, PS3s, Wii, DJ 
mixing decks, Bose sur¬ 
round sound, plasma 
screens, DVD player, 
disco lighting, chillout 
area and much more! 

The V-POD can park 
up in lots of different 


locations, especially in 
areas where there is no 
other youth provision or 
activities. 

There will be profes¬ 
sional tutors running cre¬ 
ative, multimedia, music 
workshops, as well as 
qualified youth workers 
to provide information 
and activities on youth 
issues, such as good citi¬ 
zenship, community 
respect, healthy lifestyles 
and anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

Sy Joshua of the Vale 
youth service said: “We 
aim to use the V-POD as 
a platform to comple¬ 
ment the existing youth 
provision and undertake 
informal activities and 
workshops in areas of lit¬ 
tle or no youth provision 
during school holidays 
and weekends. 

“We have now entered 
the pre-launch phase, tri¬ 
alling operations and 


organising previews. We 
aim to launch the V-POD 
in June 2010, as we are 
still waiting to hear about 
funding applications 
which will support its 
operation.” 

Young people have 
been heavily involved 
throughout the develop¬ 
ment of the project. More 
than 2,000 young people 
in the Vale have helped to 
provide ideas and con¬ 
cepts for the overall 
design and functionality 
of the V-POD.

Andrew finishes the 
marathon - and gets 
the best news ever! 
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Iron Man 2 offers 
you plenty of bang 
for your bucks! 


W HEN Iron 
Man was 
released in 
May 2008, there 
wasn’t the huge 
outcry of excite¬ 
ment you would 
normally associate 
with tentpole pic¬ 
tures. 

After all, this was a 
film based on a Marvel 
superhero who wasn’t 
particularly well known 
outside of the comic 
book fanbase, directed 
by a Jon Favreau, who 
was more notable for 
being an actor rather 
than a director, and star¬ 
ring Robert Downey Jr, 
a man who had received 
enough second chances 
to last a lifetime. 

That the end product 
was such a riotously 
enjoyable film, estab¬ 
lishing both leading man 
and director reputations, 
as well as earning huge 
sums at the box office, 
was a pleasing surprise, 
and one that easily 
necessitated the need for 
a sequel. 

Iron Man 2 picks up 
from where the first one 
left off with the ramifi¬ 
cations of Tony Stark’s 
(Downey Jr) admission 
that he is Iron Man 
beginning to reverberate. 

Stark is now a marked 
man, with Justin 
Hammer (Sam 
Rockwell), a fellow 
arms designer, hellbent 
on usurping Stark’s 
power, the American 
government demanding 
that Stark hand over the 
Iron Man suit, while, in 
Russia, Ivan Vanko 
(Mickey Rourke) takes a 
special interest in Stark 
as he creates his own 
weapon. 

Along with Pepper 
Potts (Gwyneth Paltrow) 


and friend ‘Rhodey’ 
Rhodes (Don Cheadle), 
Stark must try to over¬ 
come the obstacles 
placed in his way... 

The superhero genre 
tends to follow a pretty 
routine path; the first 
film sets up the charac¬ 
ters, their traits and usu¬ 
ally ends with the main 
character accepting their 
powers and responsibili¬ 
ties, thus allowing the 
second to delve deeper 
into the psyche of the 
character and raising the 
stakes. 

Some {X2, The Dark 
Knight, Spiderman 2) 
have achieved this with 
aplomb, and Iron Man 2, 
while perhaps not hitting 
those aforementioned 
heights, gives it a pretty 
good go, resulting in 
another thrilling and 
engaging outing for the 
character. 

While it follows the 
template set out above, 
it’s how it attacks it that 
marks it out. 

Yes, the deep intro¬ 
spection that is usually 
found in these sequels is 
present and correct to a 
degree, but it isn’t the 
overriding key theme, as 
Jon Favreau and screen¬ 
writer Justin Theroux do 
their best to emphasise 
the lighter side of their 
characters and their situ¬ 
ations. 

It’s a technique that 
has to strike a fine bal¬ 
ance, and by and large 
succeeds, Theroux’s 
script zinging with witty 
one-liners, a satisfying 
sense of fun and a large 
dash of bravura and 
excitement. 

What it does a little 
less successfully is fully 
explore the darker side 
of the story, a side which 
would give the film a lit¬ 
tle more drama and 
depth.

One of the key ele¬ 
ments of the story was to 
be Tony Stark’s alco¬ 
holism, which featured 
in a comic book story 
arc; however, here Stark 
has one heavy night on 
the ale which gives way 
to regrets and recrimina¬ 
tions. 

Coupled with the 
sidelining of the chem¬ 
istry between Downey Jr 
and Paltrow, whose 
interaction fizzes when 
given the opportunity, 
and it’s a screenplay that 
is more than workable 
within its confines, yet 
lacks the profundity and 
maturity to give it that 
extra degree of wallop. 

In the director’s chair, 
Jon Favreau carries on 
from where he left off 
with the first film, 
directing with style and 
finesse, giving the film a 
wonderful sense of 
scope and adventure, 
while ramping up the 
action sequences with 
aplomb. 

There’s nothing overt¬ 
ly different from what 
was on display in the 
first one - it is still 
mechanics versus 
mechanics as Iron Man 
has to battle a variety of 
technologies . 

However, what is 
noticeable is that, much 
l ik e Chris Nolan with 
The Dark Knight, 
Favreau is obviously far 
more comfortable helm¬ 
ing these sequences, 
with a Monaco grand 
prix sequence showing 
he is adept at wringing 
drama from the action. 

He is also given far 
more exposition to deal 
with narrative-wise, as 
Theroux’s script aims to 
expand upon the uni¬ 
verse with nods to other 
Marvel characters soon 
to be making their way 
to the big screen (a post¬ 
credits sequence setting 
up one of those films) 
and the formation of the 
Avengers group led by 
Samuel L Jackson’s 
Nick Fury. 

Marrying these con¬ 
cerns, as well as a story 
that has far more going 
on than its predecessor, 
shows how surefooted a 
helmer Favreau has 
become. 

Given his incredible 
run of form at the 
moment, Robert 
Downey Jr is a whirl¬ 
wind of quips and 
charisma as Stark, par- 
laying his natural like- 
ability into the character, 
whose world-saving 
heroics are less an 
inconvenience and more 
a chance for him to pose 
for the cameras and 
accept the baubles. 

However, the other 
side of the character, the 
one concerned with pre¬ 
venting trouble and 
ensuring people’s safety 
allows Downey Jr the 
chance to show the more 
serious side of Stark, 
developing the character 
well. 

While Gwyneth 
Paltrow’s peppy turn as 
Pepper Potts was a high- 
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JAMIESON 


light of the first film, 
here she’s sidelined by 
the other characters, all 
of whom resonate, but it 
does a disservice to 
Paltrow and her chem¬ 
istry with Downey Jr 
that she isn’t afforded 
more of an opportunity 
to shine. 

The new cast mem¬ 
bers are all good, 

Mickey Rourke bringing 
an edge of menace and 
dimension to the villain¬ 
ous Vanko, despite not 
being utilised all that 
effectively. 

Sam Rockwell laps up 
playing the shady 
Hammer, showing just 
how good a performer 
he can be when not 
being under-utilised by 
studios. 

Scarlett Johansson, as 
the mysterious Natalie 
Rushman, not only man¬ 
ages to warm up the 
males in the audience, 
but also proves to be 
more than adept at get¬ 
ting her hands dirty, par¬ 
ticularly in a wonderful¬ 
ly enjoyable facility 
infiltration sequence. 

Throw in Don 
Cheadle, slipping easily 
into Terrence Howard’s 
shoes as Rhodes, and 
small turns from Favreau 
and Samuel L Jackson, 
and you have a cast that 
demand your attention 
and, more often than not, 
deliver. 

With all the elements 
coming together. Iron 
Man 2 is a sequel that, 
in terms of scale and 
spectacle, improves on 
the first one; however, it 
does lack the first film’s 
freewheeling and care¬ 
free feel, coming across 
a little bit too structured 
and, dare I say it, forced. 

It doesn’t make Iron 
Man 2 a poor film, far 
from it - but a bit more 
fizz would make it an 
even more enjoyable 
viewing experience. 

VERDICT - The 
blockbuster season 
begins with a bang, as 
Iron Man 2 sets a high 
standard for the rest of 
the summer’s efforts. 

Packed full of action, 
laughs and some strong 
turns, it may just fall 
short of the charm of the 
first instalment, but still 
offers up a thrilling two 
hours of entertainment.

ATHLETIC FINISH THEIR 
SEASON IN FINE STYLE 


Corus 24 - 44 Bridgend Athletic 
Report by Mark Davies. 
Photographs by Kerry Fothergill. 


TWO seasons ago it 
was defeat at the 
hands of Corus in 
the last game of the 
season that sent 
Bridgend Athletic 
down to Division 
Two. 

On Saturday, with 
Corus sitting only one 
point above them, it was 
an opportunity for the 
Athletic to finish their 
season with an away 
win and match their 
highest-ever finishing 
position in the national 
leagues. 

The Athletic, wel¬ 
coming back captain 
Rod Jones after a few 
weeks absence through 
work commitments, 
were positive from the 
outset, with full-back 
Lindsay MacCausland 
looking dangerous as he 
joined the line at pace. 

Corus were very 
physical and when Rob 
Coles was penalised for 
holding on just inside 
the Corus half, up 
stepped former Athletic 
Youth product Scott 
Robinson to bang the 
ball over from 50 
metres. 

Corus moved the ball 
into the Athletic half for 
Robinson to chip the 
defensive line and cen¬ 
tre Aled Be van ran on to 
a favourable bounce , 
wrong-footed the 
defence and crossed 


under the posts for 
Robinson to convert. 

Athletic did not 
deserve to be 10 points 
down and upped their 
game, putting Corus 
under pressure. Wing 
Rod Davies caught the 
ball from a kick out of 
defence and his long 
pass infield to 
MacCausland was trans¬ 
ferred to Dan Apsee, for 
the number 8 to off-load 
in the tackle to Coles, 
who raced clear - only 
to be dragged down just 
short of the posts. 

Unfortunately, the 
Ath gave away a penalty 
and Corus cleared their 
lines. Shortly after, a 
similar situation saw 
MacCausland break 
through and this time 
there was no mistake, as 
quick ball from youth 
team scrum-half Tom 
Davies reached big 
Jamie Doherty, whose 
neat dummy allowed 
him to crash over for his 
first (and only) try of the 
season. 

Athletic continued in 
the same vein and it was 
a pleasure to see last 
season’s youth prop, 
Matthew Norman, hav¬ 
ing a strong display in 
the tight to match his 


impressive work rate 
around the pitch. 

A long relieving kick 
from Corus was 
minored but the result¬ 
ing drop-out was well 
fielded by home scrum- 
half Gareth Powell, who 
broke into the Athletic 
22 . 

His pass to his sup¬ 
porting wing looked 
good, but Rod Davies 
sent his opposite num¬ 
ber flying with an early 
tackle that earned him a 
yellow card - and Corus 
a penalty try - to the 
amazement of all except 
referee Mr Brickell. 

The Ath had it all to 
do now with only 14 
men on the field, and 
some desperate defence 
and plucky counter¬ 
attacking through Stuart 
Morris and Dan Apsee 
allowed wing Lloyd 
Pemberton to kick 
through, only to be just 
beaten to the touch 
down by a defender. 

From the resulting 
scrum the Athletic drove 
forward via Matthew 
Hillman and Apsee, and 
quick ball reached 
Morris, whose long pass 
allowed MacCausland 
to race in at the corner. 
So, the Ath turned round 


only seven points adrift. 

After the break, the 
Athletic ran in 24 unan¬ 
swered points. First, the 
omnipresent Apsee 
found his pass blocked 
but was driven over by 
his rampant forward col¬ 
leagues. 

Then MacCausland 
again made a penetrat¬ 
ing run before slipping a 
pass to Davies. From 
Corus’s kick-out, Tom 
Penry-Ellis claimed the 
ball and play was car¬ 
ried on at pace by Tom 
Morgan, Simon Mustoe 
and Rod Jones before 
Tom Davies and Steve 
Lewis combined to 
release Rod Davies, 
who was bundled into 
touch. 

The Ath stole the 
line-out and in a change 
of style, drove their way 
over for Morgan to 
score. 

Then, in free flowing 
manner the ball was 
moved from one side of 
the field to the other. 
Davies found Mustoe 
inside him for the 
dynamic hooker to 
break some despairing 
tackles to force his way 
over. Tom Davies and 
Lewis converted one 
each of these tries. 

The Athletic brought 
on all their replacements 
at this point to try to 
maintain the pace of the 
game but Corus were 
not about to lie down. 

A missed tackle in 
mid-field by the Athletic 
allowed good support 
work by veteran No 8 
Chris Kinsey to slip the 
ball to burly centre 
Anthony Rogers, who 
went over close to the 
posts. Robinson again 
converted. 

Play now became 
scrappy with neither 
side making much 
ground but when a loose 
ball came his way, Steve 
Lewis stepped back and 
dropped a goal that 
brought up Athletic’s 
500th point of the sea¬ 
son.

The Athletic surged 
back into the attack and 
with the defence rushing 
up, Stuart Morris slid a 
kick towards the comer. 
Corus wing Richard 
Thomas, who had 
shown plenty of ability 
throughout was this time 
a little slow in dabbing 
the ball down and 
MacCausland rushed in 
to pick his pocket. Tom 
Davies converted.
